is fair and beautiful, and spreading destruction in its 
i; which admits of no defence, no palliation, no 
lodlfication; and which, therefore, should be immediately 
id forever abolished. 

In view of its growth and character, its alarming strides 
(ml astounding developments, its impiety toward God and 
Inhumanity to man, we feel constrained to affirm, that 
ihatever religious body is found in communion and fel¬ 
lowship with slaveholders, or which recognises the com- 
itibility of Blaveholding with sound morality and true 
ety, or which regards with aversion or indifference the 
(higgle now going on in the land for the utter extinction 
if slavery, forfeits all claim to respect and confidence, 
especially to Christian character, in the primitive 
leaning of the term Christianity. 

The history of ouF country shows that slavery has 
ittained to its present colossal dimensions through the 
'pirit of compromise in Church and State. In an evil 
lour, in order to effect a common nnion, a vital stab was 
jiven to liberty iu the formation of the American Consti¬ 
tution, wherein provision was made for a slave oligarchy 
n Congress, for the prosecution of the foreign slave trade 
or twenty years, for the pursuit and recovery of the fugi- 
■ive slave in any part of the land, and for the suppression 
*of domestic insurrection ; thus involving the whole nation 
n the awful criminality of the slave system, making the 
kovernment its bulwark and defence, and giving to it sta¬ 
bility, character, boundless resources, and absolute supre¬ 
macy. 

The natural retribution has followed this spirit of com- 
romise, in flooding the land with political profligacy and 
religious hypocrisy—in the bold denial of the self-evident 
truths of the Declaration of Independence, and of the 
3«lden Rule—in the multiplication of six into fifteen 
daveholding States, of half a million into four millions of

Those friends of freedom and devoted labourers in 
cause, Aaron M. Powell, Parker Pillsbury and Susan I 
B. Anthony, having once invaded the conservative soil of | 
Dutchess and left a wholesome agitation behind them 
the fruits of their labour, have again unfurled the flag 
emancipation, and beneath its folds have struck another J 
blow at conservatism and pro-slavery propagandism. 
Washington Hollow is a small settlement, occupying 
somewhat central position in the County. Though small, 
it is the place where many of the most important Conven¬ 
tions and County meetings are held. Two hotels, two 
stores and a few farmhouses mark the usual business fea¬ 
tures of the place, but its position renders it a desirable | 
spot for those who wish to engage the interests of all, the 
farming class as well as others. It is there that the 
County Agricultural Society has erected its Hall and 
enclosed its grounds, consecrated to the encouragement 
of labour. In this place the faithful Agents of the anti- 
slavery movement concluded to besiege the enemy, and 
their meeting was held in the Floral Hall, a structure 
dedicated to the use of the labouring classes, for the exhi¬ 
bition of their skill and progress. A fitting spot, in a 
Hall devoted to the interest and improvement of fret 
labour, to show the felony of slave labour, and the compli¬ 
city of this Government in the crime and guilt of slave¬ 
holding. After due notice, on May 16th and 17th, a Con¬ 
vention was held there, and able, eloqnent addresses deli¬ 
vered by the above named speakers. Three sessions were 
held \ those on the afternoon of the 16th and forenoon of | 
the 17th were not very largely attended, bat at the last 
session a large audience was in attendance, composed of I 
specially intelligent portion of the people, showing who 
it is that takes an interest in the movement. Democrats 
and Republicans were there, notwithstanding the mean j 
attempt of the organ of the former to prevent all its fol¬ 
lowers from hearing the truth. The speakers sustained 
the reputation they won at Poughkeepsie, and nobly vin¬ 
dicated the cause of the slave. The morning of the 16th 
was stormy, and no meeting was held. In the afternoon 
the Conventiomwas organized by appointing S. Haioht, 
Chairman ; I. Swift, D. Tweedy and A. Merrit, Vice- j 
Presidents; E. L. Drake, and A Lyons, Secretaries. 

Susan B. Anthony, of Rochester, addressed the Con¬ 
vention, speaking of the slim attendance, and remarking 
that if our own children were slaves the cry of every 
parent’s heart, in seed time or in harvest, would be, “ to 
the rcsone,” “ to the rescue.” She urged upon all the 
necessity of action, and closed by saying the platform 
free for all to speak, for or against the cause. 

Parker Pillsbury said he did not doubt that if a slave 
ere to be before them, showing them the horrible suffer¬ 
ings of his doomed race, there would be a response of I 
humanity from every heart. The great difficulty is that 
people are anti-slavery from sympathy and not from prin¬ 
ciple, and such sentiments are not likely to be worth much. 
They did not do right because it was right; and it 
and is so with the Churches, their religion and worldly 
thoughts are so nearly combined, one cannot tell where 
sither begins or ends. Too few of us act from a princi¬ 
ple of right regardless of the consequences. We believe 
it wrong to send slavery into Kansas, and it is equally 
wrong to uphold it where it is. No one who acted from 
principle of right, would vote for either of the political 
parties. He believed in doing as you would be done by, 
and no man would he willing to be voted into perpetual 
slavery. The position of the North to the Sonth was 
pressed in one word, “ submission.” 

Thomas Drake asked if he understood Mr. Pillsbury to 
say no men acted from principle? He thought that we 
generally acted from onr convictions of duty. Right and 
wrong were abstract terms, with most a matter of opinion. 

We could only judge by the result of the action ; if pro¬ 
ductive of good we called it right. He thought there were 
•ven politicians who meant to do right. 

Aaron M. Powell said the want of right for its 
lake was the key note of the difficulty. It had placed 
slavery where it now is. It was not a want of intelligence, 
but want of respect for the rights of others. He had been 
called infidel, traitor, &c., but gloried in being a traitor 
and infidel to a slaveholding Government and Church. 
Loyalty to man was odr first duty. 

H. A. Guild (Republican) thought the slim attendance 
was owing to the “ bill of fare.” He did not believe in 
making such wholesale denunciations; thought 
not lack radicalism or correct principle—that principle 
only needed intensifying. He thought there was more 
sympathy for the slave now thau there had ever been 
before. Advocated Republicanism, and attempted to vin¬ 
dicate the Baptist Church as anti-slavery. If the Union 
could be sustained only by the extension of slavery, he 
would not help sustain it. 

Parker Pillsbury reviewed the speech of Senator 
Wilson. Ho said if the Baptists were in fellowship with 
a Church that communed with slaveholders, the 
about their anti-slavery sentiments the better. 

Aaron M. Powell explained loyalty to man as loyalty 
to God, and, after a few more remarks from both sides, 
the meeting adjourned till 10 a. m. of the 17th. 

Morning Session, nth. —Susan B. Anthony spoke briefly, 
but pointedly. She said this phase of anti-slavery was 
called a “ No Government party,” but it was a mistake. 

She explained that its only opposition to the American 
Government was on the ground that the Government 
supported slavery. She referred to the history of the 
Government as proving that slavery had long been its 
rnling element, that its supremacy was from certain im¬ 
munities derived from the Union through the Constitution, 
and that tbe only means of breaking its sway was by 
breaking up the Union. The various privileges 
accustomed to regard as proceeding from the Union she 
regarded as existing in spite of it, and not by virtue of its 
Constitution. 

Mr. Pillsbury followed in an admirable speech. He 
regarded the present limited monarchy of Great Britain 
a far better government than ours, for it does what it 
professes to do, and ours professes a great deal and does 
but little. He exposed the fallacy of our nation’s rule, 
at war with humanity and God, aDd said that the Union 
had been gliding down the Beale of morality for at least 
twenty-five years, and thought it might as well be broken 
up before it sunk any lower in its iniquity. 

S. B. Anthony offered the Anti-Slavery Standard for 
subscribers, and Mr. Powell explained that it 
organ of the American Anti-Slavery Society. Adjourned 
till afternoon. 

Afternoon Session. —A. M. Powell delivered a most pow¬ 
erfully logical and convincing speech, as broad in its scope 
of argument as it was conclusive in its reasoning. ~ 
characterized the Anti-Slavery movement as one < 
cially worthy the name of Religious, and yet Churches 
were almost universally refused them to speak in. Why ? 
Because the Churches were in fellowship with slavery. 

He proved slavery to be a system of wholesale murder 
and robbery—a system of licentiousness on a giant scale, 
approved and upheld by the Government—and that all 
who voted for the Union were voting for such a system of I 
licentiousness. He said Abolitionists had once been told 
they were amalgamationists, but now we could see the 
Union fostering a system of amalgamation on a most 
gigantic scale. He was not aa Abolitionist because the 
slaves suffered, but because slavery was wrong in princi¬ 
ple, because it recognised property in man. The criminal 
position of our Government was ably shown. If the 
South iu “ going off,” would lose her slaves (as she should) 
he held it was a criminal act to remain longer in Union 
with her. He declared himself willing to go over Consti¬ 
tutions and Unions, and through Churches to reach the 
slave. His speech was a thorough vindication of the 
Disunion sentiment, and was well received. 

Mr. Pillsbury spoke at length, saying the great diffi¬ 
culty was, we were compromising, and compromises were 
likely to sustain the evil. He criticised the Republican ] 
party, showing that while its greatest man, Seward, said 
in his speeches, “ No Compromise,” he was fostering the 
great overshadowing compromise of the Union—that the 
party proclaim “ No Compromise,” and pray for the resto¬ 
ration of the Missouri Compromise as the dawning of the 
coontry’shope—that the North was the body guard of the 
slaveholder, and the Union his ^greatest prop. Such a 
Union as this, aud such a party as the Republican he 
thought ought not to exist—and that they were unworthy 
the snpport of any one opposed to slavery. He referred 
to the charge of cowardice in leaving the slave, but thought 
it more cowardly to point bayonets at him to prevent his 
rising, and was in favour of removing them by dissolving 
the Union. He closed his speech with a most beantifnl 
and eloquent appeal to his hearers to come and aid Aboli¬ 
tionists in their mission against slavery.

I believe I told yon in my last letter that the Upper 
House of our Great and General Court had passed the 
Address for the Removal of Judge Loring from his office, 
by a vote of 25 to 12. This took us all by surprise, as 
had made up our minds that the Report of the Committee 
having the matter in charge, and which was adverse to i 
the measure, represented the state of feeling in the Legis¬ 
lature. But it seems we were mistaken. The petitioners, 
instead of having leave to withdraw, were most politely 
urged to remain where they were, and it was the Judge 
favoured with the hint that his company might 
be dispensed with. As the Senate had all along been 
regarded as fit to rank with what Bonaparte christened 
his Conservative one, we were entirely unprepared for 
this action oa its part and all the more ready to give it 
credit for the same. And as things had so fadged as to put 
the measure through the hardest part of the ordeal, we 
entertained rational hopes that the House might not be 
slack in running the same gauntlet of Hanker opposition. 
Well, it has turned out as the petitioners had hoped, and 
the House passed the Address last Wednesday by a vote 
of 210 to 69. This was even better than had been hoped 
and showed that a good memory is one of the mental 
qualities which characterize the inhabitants of the Bay 
State. 

The question now is whether his Excellency will do the 
little thing asked of him. His unfriends say that the 
faot that he pledged himself to do it, two years ago, if j 
presented to him in precisely this shape, is a strong pre¬ 
sumption that he will not, at this time. I do not under¬ 
stand what infidels in pnhlic virtue mean by carpings and 
cavillings of this description ; I merely state what they 
say. I incline to think that he will comply with the 
prayer for several reasons. One is that it is understood 
that he proposes going before the people for the repre¬ 
sentation of his District, now filled by Mr. Damrell, whose 
ill health will probably oblige him to resign, in which 
it will be as well to have as many anti-slavery works 
of supererogation as he conveniently can. Another is 
that this decapitation of Mr.Loring will provide him with 
comfortable berth into which to help some faithful and 
well-tried friend before he gives up the command of the 
ship. Ill-natured people, indeed, affirm that there is 
ICnow-Nothing competent to the place. But this is clearly 
mere spite and malice, as it is well-known that there was 
offioe yet that failed to find an occupant. Nature 
doth not abhor a vacuum more than a free and enlighten! 
citizen doth a vacancy in a fat place. So I don’t think 
you need feel under any concern of mind that, should 
you happen to shuffle off your mortal ooll in this jurisdio- 
tlon, there will be any lack of a magistrate to take care 
it for the benefit of your heirs, administrators, execu¬ 
tors, assigns or creditors, as tbe case may be. 

There be that Bay that the influence of Gov. Gardner 
sed to promote this result, and for this reason. 
When he interfered, two years ago, and saved the official 
life of this offender from the gallows tbe two Houses had 
erected for him, it was on the ground that he had violated 
no law of the State, and he suggested just snch a statute as 
under which this Address is framed, to meet 
future emergency. It is said that his Excellency wa 
given to understand, more or less authoritatively, that 
Judge Loring would yield so far to the public sentiment 
the State, should such a law pass, as to resign his 
Commissionersbip. But the Curtis and Loring families 
(which are one and tbo same thing) had so long owned 
the State in fee-simple, that it did not seem possible that 
malice domestic, or foreign levy could touch one of them 
any further. And so he held on to both his offices, step- ] 
ping from the Probate Court room to his chambers 
Commissioner with entire complacency and trampling 
law of the land every time he did it. Considering how 
stringent a stickler he was two years ago for the exact 
execution of law (odd as was his conception and expound¬ 
ing of it), it seemed as if there could be no harm in seeing 
whether the sance that was good for the poor black goose, 
Barns, would not do also for the white gander, Loring. 
This is the little culinary experiment at which Gov. Gard- 
bas been invited to assist as chef de cuisine, and hence 
the natnral cariosity to know whether he will cook Jadge 
Loring’s goose for him, or not. But whether or not, the 
Houses have kindled a good ronsing fire, the heat of 
which mast be felt by all parties concerned, and which 
may yet burn the fingers that should try to put it ont or 
it to uses foreign to that for which it was lighted. 

I believe I told you, too, in my ultimate, of the pro¬ 
posed grant of $100,000 as an Aid to Kansas. This has 
also been very nice cooking, indeed. A good many pru¬ 
dent legislators did not relish the idea of parting with 
round a sum of money and to be called rebels and traitors 
and other hard Dames for their pains; and yet, 
other hand, they had a fearfnl looking for of judgment 
from their constituents if the measure failed through their 
laches. So the spell of the game consisted in making 
believe to be very earnest for it and yet so hampering it 
with amendments as to secure its falling to the ground 
between the two Houses and nobody at all to blame. Of j 
coarse, I speak only of the Halting-hoth-ways party, 
which generally holds the balance of power in every 
legislative assembly. There was a solid body of men 
seriously desirous of giving this testimony, rather for 
moral than its pecuniary value. But it was finally 
put through, everything being conceded by the friends of 
the Grant, with bat one material exception. The Senate 
had passed the Bill with the proviso that it should not be- j 
e a law unless the Supreme Court first decided that it 
Constitutional! This amendment, I am happy to say, 
the House negatived by a most decided vote. As if we I 
have not Judge-made law enough now, without erecting 
the Bench into a Fourth Estate of the Realm, to have a |

Still, the Bum (one dollar for each en- j 
tertainment, or five for the season) was by 
reasonable when we consider the quality of the music and 
great expenses of the Festival. I trust the loss was 
sufficient to deter the Society from renewing the 
attempt another year, when, I think, they will he i 
brilliant success. Tbe scene in the Music Hall, 
last evening, was very fine. That night every seat was 
filled and as many standers-up occupied every nook of the 
'll as could find a footing. The choruses consisted of | 
hundred men and women, and the orchestra 
seventy strong. The Oratorio was the Messiah, and I 
imagine that that fine music was never so finely given in 
country as it was that night. During the Hallelujah | 


Chorus the vast assembly rose and remained landing 
while it was given, and the effect was singularly fin a and 
impressive. There -were some declamations in the nev* r ®' 
papers against employing the hours preceding the Sab¬ 
bath in this manner; but one would be puzzled to ima¬ 
gine what fitter preparation could have been devised for 
any really Christian word. Should the Festival grow into 
an institution, it would he well worth the while of any 
one of musical propensities to make the occasion of a visit 
to Boston. 

The Baptist Anniversaries of some kind have been in 
session here daring the past week. I am told that there 
were some very pretty quarrels on foot at some of the 
sessions. Bat as they were only about missionaries and 
not about slaves, of course I did not take any particular 
interest in them ; only I observed that they kissed and 
were friends before they bid each other goodbye. This is 
the beginning of our Holy Week, as you know well 
enough, and it promises to be a fine one from present ap¬ 
pearances. The New England Convention will be, I will 
venture to predict, the chief attraction of the se’nnight. 
At least, it will be an exceptional case if it be not 
little earnestness is a refreshment to the dwellers in thiB 
wilderness of shams, even if it be carried to a terrible 
degree. I am happy to see that the Convention this year 
is going to begin at the end, as we do at New York. I mean 
that it is to open with a meeting for set speeches, by 
tors prearranged for the occasion, so that people may be 
sure of getting something worth coming for at the outset. 
We have usually lost the first session from the impression 
that nothing of any particular interest would occur until 
the Meeting had warmed up after getting well under way. 
It is my belief that the new plan will work well. At any 
rate, it cannot work worse than the old one of leaving 
those precious hours at loose ends. After it is once well 
launched, there is no difficulty about its running its course 
gloriously with wind and tide in its favour, or, better yet, 
if both happen to be against it. But it is a little apt to 
stick on the ways at first, and this device has been hit 
to give it a shove at the hardest place. d. y. 


-A discussion between Charles L. Reteond 
and Frederick Douglass—the former maintaining that 
United States Constitution is, in some of its features, pro¬ 
slavery, and the latter affirming it to be without taint of | 
despotism—took place on two successive evenings last 
week, in this city, in the Shiloh Presbyterian Church, in 
Prince street. We were not present ourselves, but we 
have been assured by persons who witnessed the contest 
that Mr. Remond very successfully vindicated the doctrine 
held on this subject by the American Anti-Slavery Society. 
He entered upon the discussion under "reat disadvantages, 
the larger portion of his audience having, under the influ¬ 
ence of unscrupulous leaders, imbibed very strong preju¬ 
dices against that Society, and being predisposed to 
applaud his antagonist. So convincing were his argu¬ 
ments and so potent his eloquence, that prejudice is said 
in many instances to have given way to conviction ; inso¬ 
much that it is confidently asserted, that if a vote had 
been taken at tbe close, nearly if not quite half of the 
hearers would, in all probability, have declared in his 
favour. _ 


The Deed Scott Decision.—W e have received from D. 
Appleton & Co., a “ Report of the Decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States and the Opinions of the Judges 
thereof, in the Case of Dred Scott versus John F. A Sand- 
ford.

cases where tbe defendant is a white person. Negro testimony 
was solicited in the oase, and the jury returned a verdict of 
not guilty.”

Recapture of Children Stolen by Mormons— 
Elder Pratt in Custody.— About two months ago, we pub¬ 
lished an account of the kidnapping of several children by the 
Mormons at New Orleans. The father was absent at the time, 
in California, and the mother, who had been deluded by the 
Saints, lent herself to the infamous scheme by which her own 
children were to be ruined. The kidnappers started with the 
children from New Orleans to go through Texas, Arkansas 
and the Indian Nation to the Salt Lake trail, but were for¬ 
tunately intercepted by the father, who, having heard of the 
aflair, had returned, and started in pursuit of them. The 
following letter is from him to his friends in this city, and 
gives some of the particulars of the arrest: 

Fort Gibson, Cherokee Nation, May 7,1857. 

I have just arrived from a sore tra up, on which 1 succeeded 
in coming up with Eleanor and the children, and have taken 
the children from her by force. I have placed Eleanor in 
charge of the United States Marshal, and have succeeded also 
in arresting Pratt, who is now iu the guard-house of the fort 
Tbe United States Marshal will start with his prisoner for 
Van Buren to-morrow, aud I will, by a different route, in 
company of Capt. Cahil and lady, leave with the children for 
the same place. I arrested Pratt and E. J. on a charge of 
larceny—in stealing the clothing on the children when kid¬ 
napped—in value eight or ten dollars. This is the only way I 
could reach them in these Territories. When I fail before the 
United States Commissioner at Van Buren, I mean to have 
Pratt arrested for having fled from justice from St. Louis, Mo., 

and get a requisition from the Governor of Missouri tor him_
